— Tho famous Baccarat 
scandal (irial, otherwise the action of Sur

Mrs. Lycett Green, Mrs. Arthur Wilson, 
Mr. Arthur WiUon antl l5erkoley Lovett, 
for slander, was commenced before Lord 
Chief Justice Coleridge to-day. Long be- 
fore the hour fixed for hearing tho case the 
court-room filled with crowds of fashionable 
people, who bad been lucky enough to ob- 
tain tickets. Judge- Coliriilgo hud given 
orders that adndssion to the court was to be 
by special tickets only. Ho announced that 
he would be able to uccoinmodate only a few 
of the uioiit distinguished applicants with 
s HIS bo-ido him on tho bench. He would 
icscrve the main body of the court for mem- 
b-ra of the bar, witnesses, jurymen, and 
about 35 newspaper representatives. The 
ro-ult was Shut crowds of angry, dis 
appointed people were seen outside the 
Court. 

The first tremor of excitement was caused 
by the arrival in tho court-ioom of Cum- 
ming, the p'ainlifT, accompanied by his 
cnuiisel, Solicitor-General C arko and Dr. 
Gill. Opposed to these Icg-d lighis are Sir 
Charles Kussell, Mr. Asquith and Arthur 
Russell, who came in, accompanied by the 
defeudants. Tbe plaintiff was cool and 
calm, but apparently uot iu the best humor. 

It was intended that Attorney-Gei eral 
Webster ond Sir Charles Russell' shou'd be 
tbe leading countel for the delendant-i, but, 
owing to tho fact that Webster was obliged 
to appear in auoti.er case, he was compelled 
IU re.-ii!n at the kat momsHC Sir Charles 
Russell will act as leading counsel for all 
the defendants.

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THE BACCARAT SCANDAL.

Sir Charles Russell tlicn glaocod at a pa- 
per, and, turning toward the plaintiff, con' 
tinued : " And does tliis expicBs your 
opinion !" [Rending]: "The worst of it is 
tnat I feel that tlicy are acting perfectly 
conscientioualy in the raahter and they be- 
lieved that they did see me resort to foul 
play." 

" Pardon me," cried Sir "^illuni flulpkly, 
drawing himself up," biB-'isyes sparkling 
and his whole nunner; denoting consider- 
excitement, " ar«' jroii rieading from any 
\le!bter ofminef . 

.' Sir Cha'rles.RusBell replied : "Yes; does 
it express your feelings t 

"Yes," replied plaintiff, sharply. Then 
Sir William, under cross-examinution, ex- 
plained at length several points in regard to 
baccarat playing. He also said he hud no- 
thing before him on the table while playing 
baccarat on the eveninjjs of September 8 
and 9, at Tranbycroft, except a aniiill piece 
of paper and pencil, anil poaaibly a tum- 
bler. 

Sir Charles RusacU asked plaintiff a num- 
ber of questions bearing upon the points in 
the case, and cleverly sought to obtuin nn 
admission that the baronet iucroused his 
stakes when ho won, und from questions 
put it was evident that plaintiff would be 
accused of doing so after seeing the cards of 
his neighbors. , 

Replying to a question Sir William said 
Lord Edward Somerset and Mrs. Coventry 
increased their stakes and also kept coun- 
ters in tlieir hands as well as on the table. 

Plaintiff admitted that on the second 
nighS of the baccarat games at Tranby- 
croft fiho Prince of Wales said : " I wish 
the people would put their stakes where 
they can be seen," but plaintiff added that 
he did not think this remark applied to 
him more than to any one else. The 
baronet also admitted that he kept a 
number of counters in bis pockets. 
He did not ask to be conftonted with his 
accusers. It was folly on his part, be ad- 
mitted, but be did mauy foolish thin^ that 
erening. When he had presented to him in 
.. such a form this most horrible charge he 
... had lost his head. 

In reply to further queitions put by Sir 
Charles Russell, plainiiff uaid lie did not 
recollect General Williams saying that the 
Duke of Cambridge would not be so lenient 
as they had been. He [plaintiff] had never 
ceased to regret that he signed the docu- 
ment agreeing never t* play cards again. 
The baronet admitted that within twenty- 
four hours after signing this document he 
received a letter from Lord Coventry and 
General Williams, ssying there was no pos- 
sibility of doing otlierwisc than to believe 
him guilty, as there were five persons 
■gainst one, He [Sir Charles Gordon Cuni- 
■ling] signed the docnmsnt ia question be- 
cause his friends advised liim that he had 
no chance to prove his inuocence, as there 
were five against him, and in order to avoid 
a scandal which would necepsurily involve 
the Prince of Wales. Plaintiff added that 
had General Williams and Lord Coventry 
given him any indication that they had a 
belief in his guilt he would not have signed 
the document presented to him. 

Sir Charles Russell at this, stage of the 
proceedings read a letter which Sir Wil- 
liam Gordon Cumming hud handed to 
General Williams .before leaving Tranby- 
croft, in which the Wonefe said he hoped 
General Williams would ■ tell the Prince 
of Wales that ho (Sir William) had been 
entirely guided by advice given by the 
Prince, Lord CovS'ntry and Oeneral Wil- 
' lianis, though -her denied the allegationu 
made against Imn, as : it vas essential to 
avoid a scandal. In this letter Sir William 
also said he should never touch another 
card, and expressed a wish that his win- 
nings should be given to some hospital. 

Answering a question, the plaintiff said 
he had rcceiveci a memorandum eigned by 
the Prince of Wales, Lord Coventry and 
General Williams, saying they did not de- 
sire to be unnecessarily hard, but 
he (Sir William) must clearly under- 
stand that in the face of the overwhelming 
evidence presented it was useless to at- 
tempt to deny the accusation against him, 
and so long as he complied with the condi- 
tions set forth in the document he (ihe 
plointifl) had signed, silence 'would be main-

immensely increased in the baccarat trial, 
"TThere were great crowds of people in the 
space in front of the Royal law courts to- 
day. They could have no hope of entering 
the bui'ding, but they waited for huura to 
^vitne8s the arrival cf the Prince of Wales 
and the principals in thesoundal case. Their 
curiosity, iiowever, was baflled, as the lead- 
ing persons cr)nnectod with the case were 
admitted to the law courLi by private 
doors, and the people in the streets had to 
content tliemselvei with glimpses of the 
fushiima'ile folk as they drove up in their 
carriages, and wereadmiltrd into the sacred 
precincts of the law court^. The court 
room was filled long before eleven o'clock, 
the hour for resuming proceedings, about 
the same people beii}g present who attend- 
ed yesterday ; but many of them had secured 
better positions. There were 40 ladies in 
the body uf the hall and about a dozen on 
the bench. The change of costume was 
noticeable among them, mors brilliant col- 
ors being worn, and the scene was more 
picturesque than yesterday. The Prince of 
Wales was as punctual in bis attendance as 
before. The audience rose to their feet 
when he entered, und as he passed to his 
seat on the bench there was a subdued 
cheer. The prince has greatly increased 
his popularity by his conduct on this occa- 
smo, and hia presence is a great advantage 
to hia friends. Tlie feeliun of the sptctutora 
is apparently aiiaiust Gordon Cuuiniing, be- 
ing suniiiicd up in tlie remark often he.ird : 
" If not guilty he liaa mode a great fool of 
himself " 

Sir Willimn appeared to be as cool as 
ever, im.l, if anything, a bit more hggres- 
hive in Ilia atiitudc. He waa leas jaunty 
and II. ore .sturii in demeanor. The terrible 
cro.sa-exainination to wliich lie was aub- 
ected, yesterday, would seem to have put 
him on nis mettle. Tliere was alao a strik- 
ing change in hia dress. Yesterday, he 
wore light eloi lies and carried light glovts 
in hi.s hand. 'I'o-day, he appeared in a black 
frock co.it and dark trousers. 

Sir Cliaa. Hussell resumed hia remorseless 
cross-examination, the replies being fol- 
lowed with breathless interest. It is felt by 
all that this is the critical part of the trial, 
and thaton Qordon Cummiug'a own state- 
ment ('bis I eiconeration depends. Sir 
Charles 'was ; disposed to give his 
victim inore freedom 'and encouraged him 
to make long answers, us all the more likely 
to bo incriminating. He did not, however, 
hove m ittcrs all his own way, and at one or 
two points received amazing set-backs. In 
making all the capital he could out of Gor- 
don CuinniinL'a' letter to General Williams, 
ho mistook the words. The witness inter- 
rupting, called his attention to the blunder 
and cleverly turned the point which counsel 
was trying to make ugiiiiiat him. Sir 
Charles was nettled, and turning to Solicitor 
Lewis spoko to him flo(ip voce with evident 
temper at the trap he had been allowed to 
fall into. Notwithstanding his effortu to 



subdue his voice, the Court had heard every 
word of the scolding he administered. 
In the course of it a profane 
expression was too distinctly audible, 
whereat a titter ran around' the room. The 
Prince of Wales smothered a laugh in his 
beard, the Lord Q^ief Justice busied him- 
self with a pre-occupied air, and the ladies 
fluttered their fans and hid their blushes. 
Witness became warier as the examination 
advanced, warned by the heated manner of 
his inquisitor. Ho generally maintained his 
coolness, although at certain sharp questions 
he would flush up and stroke his face, but 
he would quickly recover and proceed with 
his answer, clear and undisturbed. Ho per- 
sisted in his habit of leaning on the rail. 
The witness box is hardly a yard from the 
Prince of Wales, which brings the two 
gentlemen in rather close contact. His 
Royal Highness is evidently becoming 
bored witti the proceedings, although he 
shows no sign of the fact in hia face. He 
frequently folds his anna, adjusts his single 
eye-glass and surveys the court. 

Later in the day Sir Charles Russell was 
for a second time disconcerted, after a lively 
scene with Sir Edward Clarke. He ende i- 
vored to read a private letter from Gordon 
Cuiiimings to Lord Coventry. Sir Edward 
Clarke promptly objected and there was a 
sharp exchange of words between the 
counsel. The objection was sustained by 
the Chief Justice, and, much to his astonish- 
ment and mortihcalion, Sir Charles was 
compelled to pocket the letter unread. The 
spectators toolc a keen interest in the en- 
counter of the la'wyers. 

At last the long examination was com- 
pleted, and at 10 minutes past one the 
Prince of Wales entered the witness-box; 
After a brief conversation with Lord Cole- 
ridge, he was sworn, kissing the Bible 
heartily. Standing Up in the box, the 
appearance of the Prince was more 
observable than heretofor* ; he wore a 
black frock coat and black necktie. 
He gra.'ped the rail with his ungloved hands 
and during the delivery of his direct teati- 
nioiiy ho did not take his eyes off Sir Ed- 
ward Clark, who sometimes addres.sed him 
as " Your Royal Highness," and sometimes 
as plain " Sir." Ho answered the questions 
addressed to him in a low tone of voice, so 
that his words were scarcely audible. Not 
more than a dozen were asked. Sir Charles 
Russell briefly cross-examined, handling 
with gloves His Royal Highness. The 
Prince was not kept in the box over flftein 
minutes. As he was stepping from it, a 
remarkable incident occurred. A juryman 
arose and begged to usk His Royal Higli- 
nesi whether he had any suspicion 
that cheating was going on during 
the play at Tranbycroft. The Prince, with 
a smile, turned towsrds his interrogator 
and replied that, as banker on the oecaaion, 
ho considered they were having a quiet 
time at a country house, and it was not 
thought necessary to watch the players. 
From thtf beginning to the end of his exam- 
ination the Prince was nervous and uneasy, 
fussing often. Ho hurried away after re- 
plying to the juryman's question, and there 
)vere no further interruptions. 

At this point the court took a recess, and 
the Prince retired to the room ot Lord Elcho, 
Master of the Rolls, where he lunched with 
hia private secretary. Sir Francis Knoliys. 
In the court room the scenes of yesterday's 
recess were repeated. Many of the 
spectators partook of lunch, which 
they had either brought with them or had 
brought to them, and the sound of popping 
of corks and lively chatter prevailed until 
the court was again called to order. The 
Prince of Wales did not return and interest 
in the proceedings flagged. 

General Owen Williams, who was one of 
the players in the famous game at Tranby- 
croft, was next called to the box. , He has 
a military hearing und presented a frank, 
soldierly appearance. He added little to 
what is already known, hut succeeded in 
impressing the court with a belief in Cum- 
ming's guilt. Sir William heard him in- 
tently, and sometimes savagely eyed him, 
during the delivery of his testimony. 
Further proceedings were devoid of incident 
aud almost bairen of interest, but the swells 
remained until the cross examination of 
General Williams closed- Daring the lat- 
ter. Sir Edward Clarke was uneasy und 
fussed with his papers in an impatient and 
nervous way. On re-exaniination he 
succeeiled in restoring the original 
statements of the witness. He then an- 
nounced that the case for the plaint ff had 
closed, and at .'):50 p.m. the court adjourned 
until to morrow. It is evident fiom Sir 
Edward's questions, that he intends to fol- 
low this line of defence, that if experienced 
players law no cheating it is unlikely that 
amateurs like the Wilsons and Gordons 
could detect it.

Sir:— I Imro the honor to acknowledge 
iho receipt of your note of yesterday, in 
wliioh you have formulated for the consider- 
ation of the Marquis of Salisbury detailed 
proposals for a modus vivcmli during the ap- 
proaching fishing season in Behring Sea, on 
the principle of a cessation of seal killing, 
both at aeu and on land, an arrangement to 
k which, as I informed you in my note of the 
^^^th ult., his lordship was disposed to gire 
his favorable consideration. I hsve for- 
warded to Lord SaliBbury, by this day's 
mail, a copy of your note, and I have tele- 
graphed his lordship tlio precise terms of the 
proposal, with wliiu concludes. I much re- 
gret to iind that a niitcoiiception has arisen 
as rsgurds your complaint of delay on niy 
part in acquuinling Lord Salisbury with 
your second alteroaiive proposal for arbitra- 
tion of seal killing at sea and on 
land, which you originally made to 
me verbally. On that occasion, you 
may remember that 1 expressed 
some reluctance at sending any fur- 
ther propos ila to his lordship, while his 
dispatch of February 2Ist lust, submiltiiig 
1»- 'Mnendinents on the questions for urbitra- 
'^/tion, remained unanswered, and that I 
,' Btiggested it would bo more satisfactory if 
these new^ proposals were made concurrently 
" with your rop^ to that disp^tcl;, which 
I hope to receive with the least possible 
delay. 

1 understood you to assent to that sugges- 
tion, and thac'you would proceed in that 
order. -If you had informed me that tha 
k_ President for any reason desired that this 
V^temntive proposal should be telegraphed 
^:'tb'Lord Salisbury, I need hardly s>y that 
I should have complied at ones with his 
wishes, but I cannot call to mind that the 
President's name was ever mentioned at 
our interview, which you correctly de- 
scribed as cnnrersatioB aud exchange of 
views. Fortunately, however, no appreci- 
able loss of time occurred. I ocquainted 
Lord Salisbury with your proposal by the 
mail of April 7ih, (a few days after i'. was 
made), and I received a prompt answer by 
telegraph, which eiial)leit me to inform you 
by my note of April 20th, that his lordship 
was disposed to consider the proposal favor- 
ably. 

At an interview at your residence on the 
23rd of April, yon expressed yonr satisfac- 
tion at Lord Salisbury's reply, and you stat- 
ed that before takuig any fur ther steps you 
desired to cominunicite by telegraph to the 
President. 

At a further interview at your residence, 
on the 27th, you informed nie the President 
desired that the modiui vivendi should con- 
tain a reservatiou of the right to kill a cer- 
tain number of seals for thu support of the 
natives of the Pribilof Islands. At flrst 
sight this reservation caused me some disap- 
pointment. It certainly appeared to me 
open to exception as detracting from the 
principle of equality, which was a feature of 

W the original propos.il. But I was more con- 
cerned at your stating that it never was the 
intention of the Pi esideni or of yourself that 
the TnocfuA Diiencij should be in force until 
; th'e'terms of arliil ration had been settled.

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BLAJNJSS LAST LETTER. 

Mr. Blaine's last letter to Sir Julisn 
Pauncefoto, must strike every one at all 
acquainted with the Behrinjj's Sea contro- 
verjy as in singular contrast to the letteis 
he wrote on the same subject a year or so 
ago. Then, tho United States Secretary of 
. St#e.as«Hiiieda lofty attitude. Ho claimed 
"for his country absolute sovereignly over 
the waters of Hehring's Sea. He would not 
admit that the subjects of Queeu Vii loi ia 
had any righta in those watets, exi-ept lliose 
that were graciously accorded to them by 
the Government of the United States. Bui 
now be has lowered his tone vronderfully. 
Instead of asserting in the boldest 
and most unqualitied manner, exclusive 
dominion over Behring's Sea, he modestly 
osks tliat the Nortli American Coinpuiiy be 
allowed to kill a few seals in order to recoup 
itself lor the expense of feeding and other- 
wise providing for aome three hundred 
Alaska Indians. What has caused this 
•wonderful change ? Simply tho firmness 
ind the refu3»l to he blulTed of tho British 
Prime Minister. Mr. Blaine has found him- 
self compelled to abandon ono position after 
another. Ho was not long in discoveiinfi 
that the right to absolute and exclasivc 
sovereignty could not be maintained with 
even the appearance of reason. Ho llu u 
tried to show that it was contra bonon mores 
for British subjects to huntseals in I!i,-hriiig'3 
Sea — that to do eo was a kind of piracy, 
this was too absurd a claim to stand even 
the shortest discussion. Then lie m.iintain- 
-ed that the United States bad u peculiar 
'property in the far seals, because they were 
brought forth on United States tei rilory. 
Finding that the law of nations nnd common 
sense were alike opposed to this claim, hv 
quietly dropped it. He, in the course of the 
negotiations, felt himself compelled to ad- 
mit, in effect, that he had never cont<-nde(l 
that Behring's Sea wrb a mare elauaum, and 
the British negotiators had the tact to ac- 
cept that concession to their view, without 
' reminding Mr. Blaine of the thousand and 
one statemenla he had miide, which had nn 
other bnaia than the claim he luui repudiat- 
ed. At last tlie logical Secretary was oblig- 
ed to come down to connnou sense 
agreeing that the seals found swimming in 
the high seas arc the property of no particu- 
lar nation, but that ull nations have un in- 
terest in taking nienaures to preserve the 
fur seal from extermination. Taking this 
ground, he ia prepared to sgreo to a close 
season being determined upon, provided 
Russiaacquiejcesinthe arrangement. One of 
-the conditions he proposed was that British 
subjects would cease hunting seals while 
the arbitration is pendin;;. To this Loid 
Salisbury agreed, provided the Americbn 
sealers would also cense killing seals during 
the same period. To thia Mr. Blaine de- 
murs, putting in the pitiful plea that wc 
have alluded to. 

The United States Government must sud- 
denly have become very poor when for the 
purpoao of saving tho fur aeala 
from extinction it cannot alford to 
feed a few savages for a few months. If 
the danger of exterminating the seals 
is as great as some of the advisers of the 
American Government assert, it is most un- 
'Wiie to give the North American Company 
a pretext for Itillinp a single seal for any 
purpose whatever. It is easy to see l;ow 
permission to kill a few seals can bo made 
the e.xcufc for killing a great many. Lord 
Salisbury evidently socs this, and he ap- 
pears consequently determined to make tho 
auspension from sealing general. Ho seems 
to think that what t.i sauce for the goose is 
sauce for tho gander— that if British sub- 
jects are not allowed to kill a single seal, 
American citizens should be under precisely 
tho same restriction 

This ia gooil scnao and fiir-play, provided 
such un extreme measure os total cessation 
from sealing is really required. And here 
oomes the sioguUr part of the business, 
lb has not yeV ' bsaa proved that 



the fur seals arc in danger of extermination. 

It ia true that Professor Elliott says that 
they are, but admitting that the Professor's 
conclusion has been honestly arrived at, is 
it not possible that he may bo miatakon 't 
There are many men whoso knowledge of 
seals and whose experience in Behring's Seu 
are far greater than Professor EltioU's, who 
declare that, tho seals are not diminishing in 
iilJmljers.' Old sealers say that the animala 
wore never more plentiful than ihcy were 
last year, and others say that it ia alto- 
gether impossible that the seals shouM have 
diminished so rapidly, as the public and the 
two Governments are asked to believe. 
There are in tho Secretary of State's depart- 
ment reports, not more than two 
and three years old, from 
men who mado their ol'iervalions 
on the spot, stating that tho seals that fre- 
quented Behring's Sea and the Islands which 
are said to be their breeding grounds, w ere 
then undimininlied in numbers, and unless 
they have been taken off by a deadly epi- 
demic, it ia arithmetically impossible that 
there should now bo so few of them as 
Professor Elliot asserts. These reports, 
taken with the testimony of the sealers, 
make it, to say the least, doubtful if the 
measure which the Govemmenls of Great 
Britain and tho United Stotes seem deter- 
mined to take ia necessary, or should bo re- 
sorted to without furl her enquiry. Tho 
British Government should be quite certain 
that Mr. Qosohen's Law, forbidding British 
subjects to hunt seals in Behring's Sea is ab- 
solutely necessary for the preservation of the 
seal before it ia put in force. As thia 
cannot be done without iii Order in Council, 
it ia greatly to be hoped that the nienibem 
of tha British Government will tako mea- 
sures to convince themselves that it is 
really required before they allow it to go 
into operation. 

"POACHERS." 

We see that the American newspapers 

have not censed to apply the term pnachera 
to the British subjecta who hunt se.ila in 
Behring's Sea. They ought to know by this 
time that the term applied is senseless as 
well as offensive. If tho British sealers uro 
really poachers, why are they not punished 
hy the American Government? Mr. Blaine 
has admitted that the part of Behring's Sea 
in which the scalers carry on their opera- 
tions is not United .States territory. The 
law common to Ixitli Creat Britain and the 
United States declares that wild animals 
ftne itcUurtB, when they are not 
enclosed, are not the property of 
any individual, but belong to thote 
who can catch or kill tlicni. How then can 
the men who kill wild animals on the high 
seas, which are free to all nations, bo stig- 
matized as poachers? When tho Aniericuns 
prove that they are entitled to exclusive 
authority over Behring's Sea,that it is their 
territory, and when they can prove that the 
Willi animals in it belong to them, then, and 
not until then, will they be justified in de- 
nouncing those who hunt the seal in that 
sea as poachers. 



THE LEADERSHIP. 

Telegruma from Ottawa show us that 
there is considerable difficulty in deciding 
who, in the event of Sir John Macdouuld's 
death, is to become the leader of the Con- 
servative Party. The surmisi 8 are many, 
and some of Iheni are, as might be expected, 
not very wise. It is saiti that Sir John 
Thomp-^on will be called upon to re-organize 
the Government, and othcis suy that Sir 
Chnrli s Tupper will be invited to take the 
Leader's place. It is also rumored that 
Hon. J. C. Abbott, President of the Sen n to, 
is to take the leadership temporarily. This 
may do for a merely provisional arrani;e- 
iiieiit, hut it CMinot last. 

No one seems to know what Sir Charles 
Tupper's intentions are. If he decides again 
to enter Porliameot it is not likely that he 
will take a subordinate place. HoMs<m- 
phatically a strong man. He showed at the 
last eli ction that he is still in the tidl pos- 
.se.s.si()n of nil lii.4 pDwer.s. He Ima the energy 
(if ha f a dozen ordinary men, and lii.-i cuur- 
agc is literally without Ixjuiida. If he wa.? 
in a parliamonl in which the Consei valive? 
have a majority he must be a memlier of tlie 
Government. Being in the Government 
who hn.s greater claims or is better qualified 
to be it. s leader? He docs not possess the 
personal popularity of Sir .lohn Macdonald, 
it is true, but there is not a inenilier of the 
Consei-vative Party who has not a hij^h 
opinion of his ability, andpoifectconlidencc 
in his skill as a pariiamentarian and u p' >li- 
tician. They know, that with Sir Charles 
Tupper to lead them, they need not fear the 
ablest and tho most accnmplislu'd, of the 
ghuliatoru of the Oppoaii ion. In debate he 
is a host in hiiriaclf, and the c.Npoiicnce of 
the l.Lst two elections showed that he 
wields, among a largo proportion of the peo- 
ple of Eastern Canada, very great iuBueuce. 
It is just poesiblo that there may be opposi- 
tion in the parly to Sir Charlis Tupper's 
leadership, but when those Conservativis 
who do not admire bin. arc face to foco with 
a crisis, tiicy will be convinced that they 
will have to sink their personal pro ilectiona 
for' the general good. He is, us far as we 
can see, the man for the hour. It moy be, 
however, that he is not inclined again to 
enter tho political arena, and that 
he has determined to leave it for younger 
and lees experienced men tn fij^ht 
the party's battles. In thiit case it will bo 
for the party to~ decide Who kinong it* ineni- 
bers is the ^Itest.for the leadership. 

Foremost ampng th? men ,eligi^Ie for the 
position is Sir John i'iiompsbn'. ' There is 
no abler man than he in Parliament, and, 
during his comparatively short career, be 
has won the respect and esteem of his 
party and of the country. But it is not 
known that Sir John Thompson dc-ircs the 
leadership, or that ho feels biinBelf, pom- 
petoot successfully to perform ;'it8. -dtftteis. 
W« have heard ' that, his ambition is in 
Mother dlreotlon, and that he looks rather 



to professional than political distinction and 
preferment. But should he be chosen by 
the CoHBOrvativo party as its leader, and 
should he accept the position, wo have no 
doubt he would perform "its duties ably and 
honorably, but whether, in the tumoil of 
political, racial, and reltt(ious contention 
that is in prospooft, bo would succeed in 
holding tho party together, is a question 
not easy to answer. Our own impression is 
that ho will not inuke the attempt. Among 
the other poaaifale leaders, it is very haifd, 
indeed, to select one that is probiible.

Mr. S. P. Fntnam Champions the 
Afflrmatirp.^and. Rev* Dr-^SHTer 



A debate of extraordinary interest was 
that listened to by thoao who Qlled The 
Victoria, last evening. The subject was 
one that every thinking man or wonmn is 
interested in — tho hroud question of the 
truth of the Christian religion and the 
Divine origin of the book called the Bible. 
Mr. Putnam, the champion chosen by the 
Victoria Secular Union, representing the 
cliullengiug party, first took tho plattorni, 
affirming that llie Bible in this ninotoenth 
century of civdizatioii was not to bo ac- 
cepted as a work for the Ruidance of humun 
atiuirs cniuuating from God. He wua, 
by tlie rules of the debate, allowed one 
liour in which to advance liia arguments, 
the sinie time being gronted Dr. Diiver, on 
behalf of the Y. M. C. A., for his reply. 
Then the examination, or argument, in chief 
being over, fifteen minutes extra was al- 
lowed cacli debater f.T special reply. 

.Mr. I'utnam, in introducing his remarks, 
said that be did not propose to discuss, in 
the liniiieil time at his command, the ex- 
istence of God or the trutli of immortality ; 
nor did he propose to dispute the gruuine- 
ness of tho liiblc, or go into tho discord be- 
twesn Cienesia and geology. The Hible, it 
was true, had good things in it, hut it had 
also many bad things wbioh . destroyed ef- 
fectually its claim to Divine origin. By 
the contents of the Book he propoied to 
judge it. His platform was Paine's re- 
ligious creed, ana this the biittlegrouud on 
which he inyited aitaak. " I litdieve in one 
God and no more, and I hope for huppinesa 
bi-yond this life. I belierc in the cqu.ility 
of man, and I believe that religious duiies 
Consist in doing jualico, loving mercy, and 
endeavoring to make our fellow crouturrs

Rev. Dr. l)rivcr,inreplvinBtoMr. Putnam 
said that for 1,SG0 years the opposers of the 
Bible had never learned to discriminate be- 
tween authenticity and the intcipretation 
of an ins ruineiit. Eighteen hundred years 
ui;o, Celsua wrote a treatise against Chris- 
tian ty, and tried to overthrow its Divine 
origin, by the int'rproiation ofits precepts ; 
and all who have followed, from thut day to 
this, have made the same attempt. There 
never has been, during the whole contro- 
versy, extending over 1,800 years, a treatise 
written ugain-t the Bible ihi.t has cveral- 
hided to theovideneesthata jthentieate an in- 
strument, taken from a, legal standpoint 
Tlie coiistituiicin of the United Stats was 
written in the lOiiglish langiiago in a most 
progressive ape, and yet over its interpreta- 
tion, two mill ons of men have 
been put into preinuturo gr.ives, 
three billioiia of national debt; Ima been 
incurred, and the jurists and statesmen of 
Anieric I have been wider apart in the in- 
terprctalion of that iiistniiiuii t, made in tho 
liiiglish hingiiage, than all the theologians 
of the world have in tho iiitei pi elation of 
the Bible. Now, heeuuse the jurists and 
stutesmcn of .^iiicnca have tbU'creii in their 
inierpretatinii uf ihc eoiisti' utioii, what 
would bo thought of a man who would sny, 
for that reason, thut the fathers of the 
American republic never frunud the con- 
stitution of the United .States?

Why did nut ,Ioe Smith, when 
he formed tho Mormon bible, procure and 
thus perpeiaate the testimony of the Amer- 
ican people? Siinply, because he could not 
get the people to testify and had nothing 
to pcrpetuate'but his statement. But Moses 
did and Christ did. Moses was communded 
to set up a' .jiationul feast, and in these 
words: "This shall be to you a day of 
feasting and rejoicing throughout your 
generations, for on the self same day, He 
brought your fathers out of the land of 
Egypt. _ Ye shall therefore keep it by an 
ordinance und a statute forever." To-day 
make u cjrcult,t)f' the globe, and in all the 
towns of'.ili^ ■jciyilized world, on that day 
and in the brigmal manner, you can sou the 
Jew eat that feast in commemoration of the 
flight of his fathers from Egypt; and it is 
BS good testimony before the courts of the 
civilized work! as if God were to raise from 
tho dead the [ orij^iual Hebrew people and 
have theni'tistify ; for it is their testimony 
put in an imperishabU foiin. After eating 
tho feast the 1,492nd time, Jesus add d 
the bread und wine, and eoninvmded its per- 
petuation, saying : " l'.y this ye show forth 
my death until I come again." Let these 
seals bt removed, which attest the validity 
of their contents, and Christianity is de.id ; 
but no amount or kind of interpretation can 
ever disturb the seul, as no interpreter can 
show his interpretation correct, and ailfulse 
interpretationa can be and have bean re- 
moved. Thus stuiuls the evidence to au- 
thenticate the Old Testament scriptuna. 
Tho testiinouy supporting the New Testn- 
nieiit is the evidence of twelve men, ten of 
them Christ's intiinuto companions, who 
could not have been mistaken in what they 
saw and recoid of him, each dying in attes- 
tation of tho facts they rec ird, that for 
three years they ate, ilrank and slept with 
him, lor forty duyi(_^afier his resurrectiim 
were with him, conversed with, saw and 
handled him, and kliew him better than any 
member of a church in this city knows hia 
own pastor. Their testimony was not, thea, 
one of opinion, btit one of fact, and could 
not havebeen given tits a question of false- 
hood, for if tbeaet^'thinga did not take 
place these iei^A men, who thus 
testify, testified to w'hat they know to he 
absolute falsehoods. They did not die 
martyrs to an opinion, but martyrs to a 
fact, in which they ooi.ld not have been 
mistaken. Right lieic ia the legal teatinioiiy 
where the Apostle I'uiil put it— that Jesus 
Christ absolutiily rose from the dead, or 
these men testified to what they knew to be 
falsehood ; for, says the Apostle, " If 
C'hrist arose not from the dead, we arc 
found false sfitiiesses before God." Now, I 
ask, in the history of the human race, has 
there ever been a ca«e>, or can one be con- 
ceived, where that number of 
men would preach this <l(ictriiie under 
the loss of all their property, and 
ttie fiery persecnt-oii they endured and each 
die in attesting what he knew to be an 
ab>ohito fj Isehood, when telling the truth 
wou'd save his life ? Wb may confidently 
affirm that such a case has never been oii 
earth nnd never can bo. Add to this, the 
testimony of the Apostle Paul, one of the 
first classical scholars of his age, thinking, 
as he s'lys, he was d'«ini{ God's service, in 
persecuting tho Christians unto death, 
cou'd he concnct„the tale of going to 
Damascus, of the appearanee of that light 
above the brightness, of the sun, speaking 
to him In his mother tongue, the blimlness 
and scales on his eyies, that three days' ter- 
rible condition in Damascus, the coming in 
of Ananias, declaring what he knew before 
without liny concert of action, telling him 
of Jesus, who appeared to him in the way, 
and then the fading of the tcales from h'S 
eyes? Tho preaching of this doctrine .'i,3 
years in perils by land, in perils by sea, 
itinniig rolihers and fal.'iu liretliieii, twice 
stoiicil and dragged out of a city for ilead, 
thrice beaten with lodH. und then, in the 
sight of the scatl'old, upon which his head 
was severed frnin hia body, write his lust 
sentence to his spiritual son 'rimothy : "I 
am now ready to be offered up, and the 
till e of my departure is at hand ; I h ive 
fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ii'lied my course, I have kept 
the faith, hencifortb there is laid 
u\> for 1110 a crown of i ighleoiisness, 
which tin; riirhtemis iii'li."-, the" Lord, shall 
give iiic at that d'ly." Could he say this, 
could he write thin, knowing that every 
utteiance was a falsehood, wlien •speaking 
the truth would save his life? Any man 
that believes that humanity is capable of 
such a thing, must first lose all that la good 
In human nature. This authenticates the 
Bible and now the,,' wot k of interpretation 
begins, and I cito ineet and answer every in- 
terpretation thaf li^s ever been offered, and 
for 1 ,800 years. One interpreter destroys 
aiinlher, thus leaving the thing where (ad- 
sua began, as what one s.-iys ia right, an- 
other says is wrong, and the false inturpre- 
ters refute th^tpselves by mutually destroy- 
ing each oiher.^ ' 



tho proposition. Dr. Driver said, however, 
that ho had fully attested evidence as to 
his tilt with the great intidelon the subject, 
and that if IngersoU ever mode lu9e..,of tb^ 
argument Again, 'he [Driver] wou'Id^ f^skin- 
him alive." ' ' 

Dr. Driver staled that a copyright was 
held in the United States for the publica- 
tion of certain records and translations that 
were acknowled>;ed by Oxford, Cainbriilge 
and the leading auilioriiies of Europe and 
Amorica to be authentic writings and 
rrords, handed down Irom the very 
Apostles theinselvea, und that from these 
writings a complete New Testament could 
be written. 

Th« great argument of the free thinkers 
was tho lack of unanimity among the 
Christians, and it was alleged that ditferent 
sects believed different things. 'This Dr. 
Driver denied. 

"Take tho Bible from Genesis to Revela- 
tions, and there is only one contested point 
in it— Jesus of Nazareth, Eliminate him, 
and Christians of all denominations, the 
Jews, the MohomrdanB ond all religious be- 
liefs, were idtntioal.; They all believe in 
one God,' and in a future state." 

Dr. Driver in bis last remarks alluded to 
Mr. Putnam as having asietted that the 
Passover existed before Moses, to which 
Mr. Putnutn asked leave to explain. Dr. 
Driver was not willing, unless be should 
have a return reply, and announced th.it ho 
was willing to go on. The debate wua not 
extended, however, as Dr. Driver had 
merely iniaunderatood hia antagonist. 

The del ate closed wiih a resolution of 
thanks to Mayor (.Jrant from thi audience 
for the able manner in which ho had pre- 
sided, and so accurately marked the time of 
the spcukera.

NE\V>PAPER MANNERS. 

(Harper s Magazine.) 
It has been asked whether there is any 
code of newspaper manners. We bavs no 
doubt that there is. But it is the univer.'^al 

coile of courtesy, and not one reatrioii-i to 
new.sjiiipi rs. tJond inannera in civilixeil so- 
ciety luo the same everywhere and in all 
re'iii ions. A iii'wspaper is not a iiiystri y. 
Il is ilio Work of .sever, 1 1 iiien anil Wi iiieii, 
ainl thr'ir iiiaiini'rs in iloin;r the wiak arr 
aiil)ji ct t.o the aiiino principles that govern 
ibeii- niaiincia in Hociety or in any ullur 
iiiiin .11 rel ition. If a man ia a gent eniaii 
he ilne.s not ce ise 1 o be ooe hccaiis'' he i iiteis 
a 111 \v-|i "pi r olli e, and it would seem to be 
cqn I lly 11 ue thai if hia wor k on tlio paper 
d 1-3 not prove to be tlml of a gentleman, it 
c mid U 't have been a tiontleinun who did 
I he wo k. A geiil emun, w o wid BU|)rH)se, 
ili),-s not blue giiii'd hi.s n-ighhors, nor talli 
nci aaaiitly ahout b m-c f and his iichieve- 
menis, nor behave elsewhere us ho w. nl I 
he axhumed to behnve in bis clidi or in liis 
own family. If a gent'.enim does nut, lio 
these things, of course a gentleman does not 
do thorn in a newsp'por.

When, a newspaper habitually takes an. in-> 



suiting tone, mid ilidiberatily falaifiea, whe- 
ther hy asseition of an ui.truili, or by a 
distortion and pirversion of tbu tiiilb, it ia 
not the work ot a geiiilenmn, ami if the 
writer l.e ropoiKsihle for the tone of the 
paper, the nianners of that newspap r ure 
not gui d nianncra. But th.re is no uinfoim- 
ity iu newspaper mauuers as there is maic 
elsewhere. There ore it ujunot be said that 
newspapers, as a whole, are either will- 
muniiered or unmannerly, us you cannot say 
that men, OS a body, ure courteous or uii- 
courteous. Some netvt'papors are un- 
mistnkably vulgar, like some people. 
I'hey are not so of themselves 
however ; they are made vulgar by 
vulg,ir people. There are very able news- 
papiia which have very bad manners, and 
s ni« which have no 01 her dislinetnn than 
good manners. A very dud man may be 
veiy uibine, and ho may be a very dull 
now-paper. On the other band, a newspaper 
« hicli is b itb brilliant and clever in,.y be 
sometinns guilty of an injustice, a didiher- 
Hte and persistunt iniarepreietiiation, to at- 
tain a part cular end— coudnct which ia 
sometinus called " journa islie. " But the 
person who ia re.-ponsilde for the peifoim- 
aiioe, for similar conduct would be metaph- 
orically kicked out of a club. But gcntle- 
ii en aie not kicked out of clubs. 

A newspaper gain< n'iithcr character nor 
influfnce Ijy iibiu lonin>.' go id manners. It 
may iudred make itsilt disagreealde nnd 
annoy in;, and >o silence opposition, as a 
poll cat may tlTeciually cb se ihe wood p^th 
whicli you bad designed to tike. It inav 
be fcured, and in tlie aunie way as that mii- 
tnal. — feared and de3pi^ed. Hut this effect 
must not bo confound' d with newspaper 
power aud ii flu> nc". It ia exoi cdingly an- 
noying, undoubtedly, to bo plucanbd all 
over tbwn.oa a^litr. or a donkey, u liypoorite 
or a sneuk thief. But although th« olFect ia 
most unpleasant, very little ability is re- 
ipiircd to prniluco it. A little ptper mid 
printing, a little paste, a gn at deal of mal- 
ic .' and n host of bill-stickei-a uru all thit 
arc m eded, and even the pecuniary cost ii 
not largo. The eflect is ]irodnceil, I'ut it 
do-s n ,t show ability or force or iiilluiuic; 
upon the part ol its producer. The man- 
n rs of ni HSpa[)cra, audi, cannot Iu cla-'- 
Hilii d any more than the manners of 
laiure.s, or of the piofc^sinua or trado". 
This, however, fceins to be true, that u 
well-mannered man will not produce an ill- 
mannered newspaper.
